Conference of Board of Health 
D.legates in Washington. 
Text ofthe Billto Be Submitted to Con- 
Gtessand Urged for Immediate 
Tassage After the Holi. 
duy Recess.

The cholera question was discussed at 
the Conference, and a committee appoint- 
ed to draft a bill. The bill was first pre- 
sented Saturday night. A copy of it is 
here given. The Board of Health Secre- 
taries from the several States called on 
the Senators and Representatives of their 
States, and urged the importance of pass- 
iug the proposed bill. They also bad an 
interview with the Committee on Public 
Health, of which Mr. Beach is chairman, 
and all the members seemed favorably 
Impressed with the features of the bill. 
They were all of the opinion that some- 
thing should be dene, but what, they did 
hot cxuctly kuow. ‘The general impres- 
Sion is that the bill will pass both houses, 
although the appropriation of $500,000 
asked for secmed to stagger some a little, 
aud that will be the only stumbling block 
in the way. The following is the bill 
that Congress will be asked to pass after 
the holidays: 

THE BILL. 

A billto amend an act entitled “An act to 
prevent the introduction of con.agious and 
infectious diseases in the United states and 
to establish a Nuiional Bourd of Iealth.” 

Be it cnacted by the Senate und House of 

tepresentatives of the United States of 

Alerica in Congress assembled, that an act 
entitled, “An uct to prevent the introduction 
of contagious und miectious diseases into 
the United states and to establish a National 
Board of deaitu,’ approved Murch 3, 1379, be 
$0 uimended as tu provide that there shall be 
estubiished a Natuuonal Board of Heaith, to 
consist of ene Mmemuer from cach State Board 
of liealth now established in the United 
Status, tu be appointed by the President and 
conlirmed by tue Senate, whose Compensa- 
tion When wetually engaged in the perform- 
ance of duty under this act, shall be $10 per 
diem each, and reasonable expenses. ‘This 
Board shall meet in Washington within 
ninety days after the passage of this act, and 
shall meetin Washington annuaily, and in 
case of emergency upon the call of its chair- 
man and Secretary, or upon the extraordi- 
nury call of the Vresiuent of the United 
States, as hereinafter provided. RS 

“he officers of this Board shall be a Chair- 
man and secretary. ‘The Secretary shall be 
the executive officer otand ex-ollicio Mem- 
ber of the Board, and shall devote his entire 
time to the duties of the office, and may be 
removed for cause ut any regular mecting of 
the Board, two-thirds of the 1ull Board voting 
therefor, and shall receive such salary as 
may be determined by the Board. The Cnair- 
mun with six other members, representing 
the var.ous geographical divisions of the 
country, shall constitute the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Board, to be elected at the first 
miceting of the Board, and at each annual 
meeting thereafter, and said committee 
shall, and is hereby authorized to exercise 
such powers as muy from time to time be 
conterred upon it by the Board. 

SKC. 2. The duties of this Board shall 
be, and it is hereby authorized and given 
power to make or cause to be made, such in- 
vestigations at any place within the United 
States, or at any foreign port or place, and 
to coliect information upon all matters re- 
lating to the public heaith; and to irame 
such rules and regulations as ay be neces- 
sary forthe government of the quarantine 
service of the United States; and ali the 
power and authority now provided by jaw, 
or which may be provided by law, for tue 
control and protection of the public health 
of the United States, shall be, and are hereby 
vested in said Board, except us to the special 
authority vested in the t resident o1 the 
United States under. the provisions of this 
act. ‘The rules and regulations of this Board 
shall severally be executed, under the direc- 
tion of this Beard, by such departinents of 
the Government, or other officers, as the law 
muy prescribe or the tresident may desig- 
nate. 

This Board shall co-operate with, and so 
ar a : Tawtully may, shail aid State and lo- 
cal Boards of Health in the enforcement of 
the rules and regulations of such boards, to 

revent the introduction of contagious and 
infectious diseases from foreign countries 
into the United States, and into one State 
from another, and at such ports and places 
within the United States as have no adequate 
quarantine regulations under State author- 
ity, necessary to prevent the introduction of 
contagious and infectious diseases into the 
United States from toreign countries or into 
one state trom another,’ this Board shall, 
when necessary for the protection ot the 
public health, report the facts to the Presi- 
dent of the United States, who shall, if in bis 
judgment it Is necessary, direct this Board to 
iInake such rules as are necessary to protect 
the public bealth, which, when so made and 
approved by the President, shall be promul- 
gated by this Board and entorced by = 
sanitary authorities of the State, where t 18 
State authorities will undertake to — 
the same; but if the state authorities shall 
refuse or fail to eniorce such rules and regu- 
lations, the President may appoint a proper 
person oF persons for such purpose, to act 
nnder the direction of the Board. 

SEC. 3. It shall be the duty of this Board to 
make such rules and regulations as are nec- 
essary 0 be observed by vessels at ports of 
departure, where such vessels sail from any 
foreign port or place to any port or place in 
the United States to secure the best sanitary 
condition of such vessel, ber cargo, passen- 
gers and crew, and to prepare from time to 
time for the consular oficers of the United 
States, and for the medical officers serving 
under this act at any foreign port, and oth- 
erwise make publicly known such rules and 
regulations, which, when approved by the 
President and issued by the vepartiment of 
State, and posted in the oftice ot the Consul 
or other representatives of the United States 
at such foreign ports for at leastten days, 
shall be enforced by,the consular officers and 
agents of the Unitec States.

duction of contagious diseases into the United 
States, and it shall be unlawful for any vessel 
to enter such port, to land its passengers or 
discharge its cargo, except upon a certificate 
from the health officer of such port, that such 
rules and regulations have in all respects 
been complied with. 

SEC. 6. In the event of any sudden emer- 
gency, threatening the importation of con- 
tagious or infectious disease into the United 
States from any foreign country, the Presi- 
dent of the United States is hereby author- 
ized and required, in his discretion, to adopt 
and make known forthwith by public proc- 
lamation, such measures as may meet the 
emergency, either by suspending the intro- 
cuction into the United States by land 


or sea, of any _ specified merchandise 
calculated to be a vehicle for the 
communication of contagion, or 


by prohibiting the entry into the ports of 
the United States of vessels coming from 
infected countries or having contagious or 
infectious diseuse on board. And in case 
the President shall at any time exercise 
the authority hereby conferred upon him, 
he shall, at or before the time of issuing such 
proclamation as aforesaid, convene the Na- 
tional Board of Health, tomeet at Washington 
In special session within ten days from the 
date of such notice of Convention, and the 
said Board shall thereupon advise such 
measures as it may deed suflicient to meet 
the emergency; and upon the taking effect 
of such measures, with the approval of the 
President of the United States, as herein 
provided, the President's proclamuation 
aforesaid shall cénase to have effect. It 
shall be the duty of this Board at all times 
to give prompt attention to any question 
In Sanitary science which may be submitted 
to it by the President, 

SEC. 7. It shal: be the duty of the Depart- 
ment of State, to obtain trom the consular 
oflicers at foreign ports and places, all avail- 
able information in regard to the sanitary 
condition of said ports and places, and to 
transmit the same to this Board; and it sball 
be the duty of this Board to obtain from the 
State and municipal health authorities 
throughout the United States, and from all 
other available sources, weekly reports of 
the sanitary condition of ports and places 
within the United States, and. reports and 
other matters relating to. climatie and other 
conditions affecting tire public health, and it

> tions, With such recommendations as it may 


deem important to the public health; and 
the necessary printing of, th@ Board shali be 
done at the Government Printing Oftice, 
upon the requisition of the Secretary of such 
Board, inthe same manner and subject to 
the saine provisions as other public printing 
for the several departments oi the Govern- 
ment. 

Skc.& The President of the United States 
is authorized, when requested by this Board, 
and when the same can be done without 
prejudice to the public service, to detail ofi- 
cers from the several departments of the 
Government, for temporary duty, to act un- 
der the direction of this board in carrying 
out the provisions of this act, and such offi- 
cers shall reccive no additional compensa- 
tion, except tor actual and necessary ex: 
penses incurredin the performance of such 
duties. 

Src. 9. To meet the expenses incurre? in 
carrying out the provisions of this act, fhe 
sum of $500,000, or as much thereof as :aay 
be necessary, is hereby appropriated, t> be 
disbursed under the direction of the Board; 
andthe Board shall have authority to ap- 
point such disbursing agents as it deems 
necessary, Who shall give bond as in other 
eases for the faithtul performance of their 
duties.

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SHE WAS AN HEIRESS; 


And Suspicion is Rife That She May Have 
Been Helped To the Other Shore. 
NEw York, December J5. : 
Excitement exists in Lyons,-N. Y., owes 
ing to rumors of a probable murder re- 
cently committed ia the town of Sodus, 
but as yet the facts in the case seem to be 
known only to the police and detectives, 
who are hard at work on it. Miss Par- 
mela Marquet, a dashing young lady ‘and 
of generally good health, died very sud- 
denly at the house of her sister, Mrs. 
Geo. Bridges, in Lyons on the 8th of Oc- 
tober. Atthe time of her death there 
were slight suspicionsof foul play, but 
the burial of her body was not interfered 
with. Since then, however, new clews 
have been obtained, It seems that Miss 
Marquet 


WAS AN HEIRESS 
to severhl hundred acres of valuabel 
farming land in this county, besides 
many thousand dollars. She lived for 
some time in her sister’s family, but 
owing to domestic troubles she suddenly 
left there and went to live in the family 
of Albert Thorn. Last August she, as is 
alleged, was prevailed upon to give Mrs. 
Thorn a deed of her farm besides making 
a Willin her favor. The Bridges were 
enraged at the news of this action, they 
claiming that they should have the prop- 
erty. Miss Marquet and her sister Mrs. 
Bridges had nothIng to do with each oth- 
er for some time, until on October 8th, 
when Mrs. Bridges suddenly sent for 
Miss Marquet to come to the former’s 
house for a short visit. She ac- 
cepted the invitation and went there, 
arriving in the evening. In about an 
hour after arriving at her sister’s Miss 
Marquet was taken with vomiting and 
died sevéral hours later. Yesterday the 
Coroner impaneled a jury and had the 
grave of the deceased opened. Physi- 
cians removed the abdomingl viscera, 
after which the body was reinterred. 
The parts removed have been sent to

A MANIAC’S CRIME. 





An Insane Convict In the Missouri Peniten- 
(ary Makes a Midnight Attack Upon His 
Sleeping Fellow Prisoners With an Iron 
Poker fora Weapon—Two Mortally an@ 
One Seriously Wounded. 

JKFFERSON Crry, Mo., December M. 
A bloody tragedy occurred at the,Peni- 
tentiary Friday night, the particulars of 
which are about as follows: An epilep- 
tic convict named John Mason, who was 
sent here from St. Louis in September, 

1882, since which time he has been moet- 

ly an inmate of the hospital, arose from 

his bed about midnight and going out 
into the hall procured an_iron rod used 
for a poker, which is three feet six 


inches long and about an inch 
thick. Armed with this weapon. 


he went into the ward of the hos 
pital used for cranky convicts who are 
classed as insane but harmless. In one 
room four men were sleeping and Masoa 
stealthily approached their beds, and be- 
fore they were aware of his presence, 
commenced striking them over the heads 
with the poker. The first one. he assailed 
was Charics Segner, whom he dealt three 
terrible blows over the head, one above 
cach eye and one on the forehead, break- 
ing his skull over each eye and in- 
flicting a serious scalp wound on 
the forehead. He next attacked Louis — 
Iloelscher, whom he struck five powerful 
blows over the head, breaking in the 
top of his skull fora distance. of nearly 
five inches, and otherwise cutting his 
head and face up in a terrible manner. 
Mason next visited another ward, where 
he assailed a negro named Andy Alison, 
whom he struck once over the head, cut- 
ting an artery. : 
3ATTLING WITH THE MANIAC. 

By this time an epileptic hegro named 
Jackson was awakened by the noise, and 
slipping upon Mason caught the poker. A 
struggle ensued, - Stich a commotion was 
raiscd that a guard from another part of 
the building rushed in, and taking in the 
situation at a glance disarmed the mantiac, 
and locked him up securely. 

Dr. C. R. Oglesby, the prison physician, 
was hastily summoned, and hurrying to 
the prison.an awful sight met his gaze. 
On one bed lay two men with skulls 
mashed in, and on another & negro with 
an artery cut in his head and slowly 
bleeding to death.. The doctor at once 
proceeded to tie up the artery_in the ne- 
gro’s head and afterward rendered all the 
relief possible to the two white men. 
Strange as it may appear, both white men 
are living at this hour of writing, although 
they are certainly both mortally wound- 
ed. ‘The negro will in all probability get 
well. . 

SENT UP FROM ST. LOUIS. 

John Mason, the maniac who, oom- 
mitted the terrible deed, is about forty- 
five years old, and is a Frenchman. by 
birth. He was sent here from St. Louis 


in Septembet, 1882, on a sentence of ten 


years, for highway robbery. Soon after. 
he came here he showed unmistakable 
signs of epilepsy and was accordingly 
placed in the hospital. He was always 
looked upon more asa harmless crank than 
a dangerous maniac, and never before 
did he show any signs of harming any of 
the other convicts. The hospital is divid- 
ed off into wards, aud the insane are kept 
to themselves. ‘The insane are divided 
into two classes, dangerous and harmless. 
The dangerous or violent cases are closely 
confined each to himself, and the others 
are put together, or near each other, in the 
same ward. It is the duty of the night 
hospital nurse, or rather watchman, to 
stay up all night and see that no -dis~ 
turbances occur, but it appears in - this 
case that the watchman was not in his 
place at the time the tragedy occurred, 
otherwise it could.not have gone to the 
extent itdid. Of the two white men 
hurt but little is known of their history. 
Charles Segner has been here twice be- 
fore for petty offenses, and is said to be 
irom South Missouri. - Louis . Hoel- 
scher is from St. Louis County, whence 
he was sent for larceny about four years 
ago, for a long term. ~* Both the’ white 
men are subject to epilepsy. The negro 
was employed as a kind of cook in the 
hospital, and slept in the epileptic ward. 
He is also here on a short sentence. The 
above facts were learned from Dr. C. R. 
Oglesby, the physician, to-night. 
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STRIKER’S TACTICS. 


Another Attempt to Blow Up # Miner’s 
* House at Nelsonville, O. 
COLUMBUS, O., December 14, 

This morning another attempt was 
made by the strikers in the Hocking 
Valley to blow up a miner’s house at 
Nelsonville. The inmates escaped without 
injury, but two sides of the house were 
shattered, the dynamite, as in the 
former instance, not being properly placed 
to do its work. Such desperate and vil- 
lainous actions on the part of the lawless 
strikers have thoroughly aroused every 
law-abiding citizen in Nelsonville, 
and this afternoon a_ special meet- 
ing of the Town Council was held 
to take immediate steps to prevent any 
more similar occurrences. It was. re- 
solved by that body to instruct the Mayor 
to appoint at once twenty Deputy Mar- 
shals who are to watch the town. If this 
force should not be sufficient for the pro- 
tection of life and property, then the 
number may be increased. 

There have been rumors to-day of an- 
other attack upon the town, but the .offi- 
cials of the Hocking Valley say to-night 
that such a thing is improbable, as in the 
two former attacks the strikers have 
been badly worsted, and they have 
better sense than to inaugurate an- 
other. However, Superintendent, Carr 
says that as there are no guards now at 
Nelsonville or Straitsville, the strikers 
may become bold engugh to do almost 
anything. He says that the. remaining 
strikers number 600, of whom not over 
sixty or seventy-five are hard characters, 
yet thuse are the leaders and exert au in- 








fluence over the others.

Soeth was duly received snd cerefally auc 
angien-ly read; and as I heve received let- 
vere of similar import from Rev. B. Brown.

Greenville, Miss.; Mr. H. Watkins, vi 
Losisvillc, Ky., and many others, I heve 
‘Renght it"best te make my anoyer throng 
the pteas that all the colored citiscns of the 
Sonth may hear what I havegte say on this 
subject. 

Aad first permit me te thank you, you: 
committee and those whom you represeni 
for the confiderce which you repose in me 
by soliciting an expression from me on this 
thportect and much commented upon sub- 
- ot, thengh I may tratbfully say that I ex- 
pected such interrogateries from the color- 
od citizens of the Southern Btates, and ex- 
pecially from those of Lawrence county, 
Ala., 1 knving beem bern and reared in the 
South and baving conetan@ly for the pit 
uine years served them, cither as teach r 
im their pablio schools, in public station o: 
as Counsel in the courts. 

Now, I umbesitatingly state that I honest- 
ly beliewe that if dpe rights end privileges, 
e:vil and political, now enjoyed by the col. 
ored citizens of the South are at all affect- 
ed by the incoming democratic administra- 
tion, that effect will be a favorable one; aad 
insteed of uncasiness and slarm there ix, 
indeed, great reagon to expect a fual and 
favorable sdjastment of this much debated 
and much decided qacstiog—the politica! 
end civil tigkts of the colored citigers. 

Ia saying thie I weuld mot bave yon un. 
derstand that tbis expestatien is based on 
any love of the democratic party for the 
colered race. Bat te take the meanest and 
most selfish view ef it, suck must inevits- 
bly be the case. 


THE POLITICAL AFPROL. 


Tn the first place, the continuation of the 
colored men in the Sonth is as essential to 
the material welfare of that oountry, as is 
their unquestionable right to vote essential 
to the continwation ofthe politieal power 
ot the Roath. 

There are forty-two members of Congres 
alletted to the Sonth solely becaese of the 
presence of the celored mer and theirfright 
to vote. And these ferty-two members of 
Congreag, dns to the coloured men's pres- 
ence there as voters, eatitied Cleveland and 
Hendricks, the democratic candidates in 
the very late election to forty-twe votes in 
tue Electoral College, withont which they 
e old not have been elected. 

So yon see that the demoerate of the 
Sonth by destroying the rights of the eolor- 
ed men te vote, wen)d, at the came time ds- 
stroy their golitioal power, which they will 
out be IRely to do. 

And as for the Northern democrats.I wil! 
say that the majority of them were Union 
men dnring the war and ere en record as in 
favor of celored men's rights. And it would 
be the greatext anomaly for the democratic 
party to r engnize in the colered men the 
wreatest and grandest ef American tights— 
tre right te vote—end attempt to qnestion 
their civil and legal rights, whiek naturally 
gad necessarily follow such right te vote.
